The following is a synopsis of the plat-
form :

It then charges the local Republicans with
corruption and with refusing to their

rnor the renomination which was due
im by custom, becanse o dared to
his veto power to thwart their schomes. It
demands immediate revision of the laws
relating to tho shipping and carriage of
ocean [reight, in order to restore our mer-
chant marine to its former prosperity.
It atso deprecates eonvict labor and recom-
mends the collection of stitisties and in-
formation respecting the improvements,
the needs wud the abuses of the various
branches of industry.
The first hallot for governor resulted as
follows : Slocum 98, Cloveland 66, Flower
97, Nelson 26, Corning 35, Belmont 12,
Campbell 37, Hutchins 13.
